CINEMAS IN THE BRITISH 
ISLES. 


From Our CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


HE new taxation announced by Mr. 
“5 Blythe last week came upon the 
managers of cinemas as “a bolt from 
the blue.” There had been already so much 
discussion of the difficulties against which 
cinemas had to contend that it was believed 
that no new imposition would be made. 
Vigorous protests will certainly be made at 
the earliest eee date. It is probable that 
the large “ feature ” pictures can easily bear 
the new taxation, and that there will be no 
reduction in the available supply of these, 
after the censors have done their work upon 
them. It is upon “ short’’ films that the 
new taxation is likely to weigh heaviest, and 
already there is a possibility that numbers 
of these will not be available in the Free 
State. The “ short,” too, was just coming 
back to pablic favour, BA” being 
made up of a series of these and a single 
i “ feature ” picture. 


HOW MANY CINEMAS? 

According to an unofhcial census taken on 
lst April last, there are 5,079 cinemas in the 
British Isles. of which 3.395 are fitted fox 
‘‘talkies.’’ Most of these are in England, 
which has 3,831, or a cinema for every ten 
| square miles of its area. Scotland comes next 
with 616, Wales is third with 346, and Ireland 
i last: with 286. It is reported that, although 
‘the number and the size of British cinemas 
have increased during recent years, there is 
still no sign that the supply is equal to the 
i demand, At the date of the census there were 
no fewer than 220 new cinemas in process of 
construction in the British Isles, and every 
week sees an addition to the numbers. This 
is a very striking testimony to the prosperity 
of the trade in all parts of the two islands, 

despite the general industrial depression, 


MARIE DRESSLER AGAIN, 


At the Savoy this week is the excellent 
M.G.M. film, “ Min and Bill,” in which 
Marie Dressler and Wallace Beery are shown 
in a story that admirably suits their peculiar 
gifts. The picture is badly titled, but that 
should not deter anyone from seeing it. 
Founded upon the devoted love of a woman - 
for a baby which she had cared for from baby- 
hood, the film is notable for its capable direc- 
tion and excellent acting. Min is the keeper 
of a boarding;house by the docks, in which 
Bill has stayed regularly for many years. 
They are good friends, but Min’s one object 
in life is to make a ‘‘ lady ”’ of the girl whose 
mother abandoned her, and all Min’s savings 
are devoted to this end. The girl, on leaving 
school, becomes engaged to a wealthy young 
man, but as Min is savouring her success, the 
mother of the girl, a street-woman, prepared 
for blackmail, arrives on the scene. “ Min 
and Bill’’ may be thought by some to be 
sordid, but it will certainly satisfy through 
the force of its characters, its increasing 
suspense, and the excellence of the acting of 
Marie Dressler and Wallace Beery. 


“MANY DOUBLE BILLS. 


At the Theatre Royal the outstanding 
picture is ‘‘ What a Widow,’’ the Vincent 
Youmans musical comedy, in which Gloria 
Swanson is the “star.” The musician who 
composed the popular songs for “ No, No, 
Nanette "’ offers his first songs especially com- 
osed for the “ talkies” in “ What a 
Widow,” which will appeal to those whose 
taste is for musical comedy films. The second 
picture is '“ Riding to Win,” in which a young 
jockey is presented with a somewhat common 
alternative. It is an exciting picture, with 
excellent racing sequences. 

At the Capitol the inimitable “ Two Black 
Crows’ have many amusing adventures on 
the battlefields of France in ‘‘Anybody’s 
War.” From the moment they give ear to 
the blandishments of the recruiting-sergeant 
until the disillusionment, the career of these 
excellent artists is one long laugh.

Ghe Father of Vegetarianism. 


While all have welcomed the cominz 
of spring, such as it is, few are more 
heartily thankful, I imagine, than those 
who exist upon a vegetarian diet.

His weight 
rapidly dwindled to normal, his health 
improved, and he lived to a green old 
age. Strangely enough, : however, many 
who have attempted to profit by his 
example, have been less successful. 


Humpty Dumptu. 


On a recent visit into the country I was 
startled one day to come face to face with 
none other than Humpty Dumpty. As 
the queer figure waddled towards me I 
could not tell if it was man or woman. 
All the characteristics to which we are 
accustomed in the fairy-tale were there in 


reality—the corpulent body and large, | 


phantom-like head; the short stubby legs 
with the big feet and turned-up toes, and 
the apparently effortless progression in 
movement. Then I realised that it was a 
woman, who had produced a variant of 
the familiar begging salutation. I talked 
to her for a while, and she told me some 
strange tales of herself—of the time 
when she was the rage of two continents 
on the stage; of her wonderful perform- 
ances in famous theatres; and of. the 
adulations which she had received even 
from Royalty. She left me, wagging her 
head from side to side, gs if memory had 
conjured up visions of a past that brought 
regret. 1 wondered afterwards if her 
imagination had run riot—if it was just 
all make-believe with her. Of one thing, 
however, I am quite certain—that she 
possessed an uncanny knowledge of stage 
life around the period from fifty to forty 
years ago. 


Juvenile Painters. 


A lad of sixteen who has had a picture 
hung in the Royal Academy may be ex- 

cted to go far; for precocity has been a 
all-mark among great artists. Millais 
| measg “ Pisarro seizing the Inca of 

eru’’ when only sixteen, and has 
“ Ophelia,” “Autumn Leaves”’ and other 
of his best-known works were exhibited 
before he came of age. Hoppner, too. 
painted his famous ‘Sleeping Beauty’”’ 
when nineteen, and Holman Hunt was 
but very little older when he won fame 
with “ The Light of the World,” while 
Turner was an Academy exhibitor at 
fifteen. ‘Lawrence was barely fourteen 
when he painted Mrs. Siddons as Zara, 
and was famous enough at seventeen to 
hold a one-mar exhibition in London. 
Among modern Academy exhibitors, the 
record for precocity remains with Miss 
Joan Manning Saunders, who had a 
picture hung on the line three years ago 
when only fourteen, and has had her work

A Pechanical Puzzle.

I wonder how many of my readers, 
having occasion to light a fire, have found 
to their chagrin that, although there was 
abundance of coal and newspapers, no 
sticks were to be found. Chilly evenings, 
I am afraid, have often had to be en- 
dured because nobody in the house knew 
how to light a fire without sticks. Yet. a 
friend tells me, it is very simple, and does 
not entail the use of parafin. Stretch out 
a sheet of newspaper, and fold it into a 


strip about one to one and a half inches | 


wide. Make the strip into a tight coil 
nine of these coils. laid on top of the 


to light an average fire. It is best to 


place some '“ gassv”’ cinders on the coils

between them and the fresh coal. Of 
course, the number of coils necessary 
depends on the size of both the coils and 
the grate. 

The only thing that my friend seems to 
have forgotten is a direction how to keep 
the coils tight before putting the coal on 
them. 


Wasps’ Nests. 


While walking along the road from 
Rathfarnham to Ticknock the other day, 
writes a correspondent, 1 was attracted by 
a curious, buzzing. noise at the side of the 
road. On going to investigate the broken 
wall from which the sound. was coming, I 
found the cause to be what I suspected, 
a lae queen wasp. She was obviously 
looking for a suitable place to construct 
one of those remarkable pieces of architec- 
ture which are now being made ready to 
house the future plunderers of jampots. 
From an examination of a wasp’s nest it 
is possible to form some idea of the 
manner of its construction. The queen 
wasp coliects minute shavings from trees, 
the bark of which has been roughened by 
the weather, and these she forms into a 
sort of paste by means of fluid from her 
mouth. She begins to build on a root or 
overhanging stone inside a cavity in a wall 
or bank, and builds downwards, construct- 
ing first a stalk, then a.dome, and finally 
a globe with an opening at the bottom. 
The paste, when dry, is really a substance 
with the consistency of paper. In the roof 
of the nest there are three or four 
hexagonal cells, and here the queen wasp 
lavs the eggs which produce the first 
brood. As the building develops, more 
eggs are laid, and the young grubs are fed 
on insects until they are able to lend a 
hand in the work of the community. 
Brood follows brood, and the nest crows 
larger and larger, until one day word goes 
forth that it is too late in the season to 
rear any more grubs. The existing ones 
are then ruthlessly slaughtered, and all 
the wasps emerge into the light of day, 
to the detriment of fruit gardens and the 
annovance of men and animals. I am 
afraid that few people have a good word 
for wasps, and never give credit to 
them for the number of even more 
injurious grubs which they destroy. 


Che’ “ Blind.” 


A friend of mine relates a quaint story 
of a collection for the blind. The pro- 
prietor of a confectioner’s shop was warned 
that this summer was going to be a warm 
one, whereupon he put a collection box on 
his counter near some Swiss rolls and 
marked it: “For the blind.” The box 
was there for many months. Finally it 
disappeared. A customer, who had made 
many subscriptions, noticing its absence, 
said to the corifectioner: “ So you filled 
your box for the blind?’ ‘* Yes,” replied 
the confectioner. ‘‘ But what became of 
the money ?”’ said the friend, with obvious 
anxiety, mixed with determination to 
pursue his subject. ‘‘It went to the 
blind—look at it.” replied the confec- 
tioner, pointing in the direction of the 
window.

Bound to the Peace.

A man who thought that being bound to 
the peace meant that he could not visit a 
ublic-house for twelve months, figured at 
Juliagstowsn District Court to-day.

For months past the Government had been 
talking about their relief proposals. The 
figure of £1,000,000 was mentioned.

The whole of that 
amount could have been. obtained by 
economies, or by the elimination of unneces- 
sary and unproductive services now main- 
tained. There was no need to add one half- 
penny to taxation. The people in the towns 
and cities who had to meet the major part 
of the cost, and who got no selief at all, 
should make themselves heard and endeavour 
to impress on the Government that under no 
circumstances would they tolerate new taxes 
for any purpose until all wasteful and un- 
necessary expenditure had been eliminated, 


LAND ANNUITIES AGAIN, 


Continuing, Mr. Lemass said that Fianna 
Fail stood for the full de-rating of agricul- 
tural land and building, to be financed out 
of the land annuities, which were their legal 
property, but which were now being paid 
over to the British Government. That policy 
had not been modified in any way as a result 
of the Budget. 

There had been talk of a general election 
this year. If the Government dared to face 
the country after such callous trifling with 
the needs of their greatest ery it could 
not hope to retain a dozen seats. e sonner 
the election took place the better. It would, 
at least, give another party an opportunity 
of repairing the mistakes of the present 
Ministry before the economic structure of the 
country was irretrievably impaired. It would 
also give the farmers an opportunity of ex- 
pressing their opinion of the Deputies of the 
Farmers’ Party, who voted against the motion 
to grant £1,000,000 for farm relief, but who 
were quite satisfied with £750,000.

Paul Doumer, 
formerly President of the French Senate, 
and the other is M. Jean Hennessy, who 
once was Minister of : Agriculture, -and is 
a member, of the old Franco-Irish family. 
French politics, “however, delight +n 
obscurities, and, although one of these two 
worthy citizens of the Republic officially 
seems to be certain to succeed M. 
Doumergue at the Elysée, neither of them 
actually has the least chance of election. 
Whe only candidate who really matters is 
M. Aristide Briand, whose name has not 
yet been put forward for the vacant post. 
There is a rumour that M. Doumergue 
may reconsider his refusal to stand 
for another term of office, and, in this 
event, there may be some exceedingly in- 
teresting developments before the end of 
the week. Most of the French news- 
papers already take M. Briand’s elec- 
tion for granted ; but between the cup and 
the lip in French politics there is many a 
slip. A few years ago, when Georges 
Clemenceau was apparently at the heigit 
of his power, and his election to the Presi- 
dency of the Republic was the crowning 
ambition of a wonderful career, he was 
defeated by the hapless M. Deschanel. 
M. Clemencau then was far more popular 
than M. Briand is to-day. 

At present M. Briand enjoys a high 
measure of personal prestige, not only in 
France, but throughout Europe. With

For 
that reason, if for none _ other, 
thoughtful Frenchmen probably desire 
that he shall remain at the Quai d'Orsay. 
His translation to the Elysée, while no 
doubt flattering to his vanity, would 
sterilise the activities of one of the most 
dynamic personalities in Christendom and 
would leave France at Geneva ‘without any 
worthy champion of her cause. From the 
French point of view the coming conversa- 
tions at Geneva are all-important. The 
whole fabric of French policy in Europe 
is at stake. If Germany succeeds in 
the establishment of a Customs Union 
with Austria, the consummation of the 
Anschluss will be only a matter of time. 
French policy in Central Europe is 
directed precisely against that end. Since 
the Armistice France has been encouraging 
the growth of the independent States along 
the Danube. The Little Entente is a 
creature of the Quai d’Orsay, 
although it must not be regarded as anti- 
German, it certainly is opposed bitterly to 


and, 


any rapprochement, political or economic, 
between Austria and the Fatherland. A 
German-Austrian bloe would tend inevit- 
ably to drive a wedge between France and 
the Balkans, and to nullify all the best 
efforts of the Clemenceau-Poincaré-Briand 
policy during the last twelve years. M. 
Briand, therefore, will, do everything in 
his power—and he is most resourceful— 
to thwart the proposed Zollunion. 
Whether or not he will succeed remains to 
be seen, but French policy will suffer 
seriously if he goes to the Elyvsée. It is 
interesting to note that for the 
first time in history a Free State 
Minister wil] assist at a major crisis in 
Europe's affairs; those who cavil at the 
value of Dominion status would do‘well to 
ponder that fact. 


Politics in Chicago. 

More than a month has passed since 
Mr. Anton Cermak was elevated to the 
throne from which Mr. William 
Thompson, the erstwhile Mayor, dispensed 
law to Chicago. Mr. Cermak will occupy 
that throne for four years, and the 
citizens of Chicago have begun to wonder 
what he will do to justify the position. 
To an outward view the result of the 
polling would indicate that he had earned 
the confidence of all sections in Chicago. 
He is a Democrat, but many prominent 
Republicans gave active support to his 
campaign, and a host of Republican yotes 
was cast for him. On the other hand, 
these facts may prove merely that the 
citizens of Chicago considered anything 
to be better than a renewal of Mr. 
Thompson's administration. The unde:- 
world is not perturbed. It foresees that 
officials under Mr. Cermak’s direction will 
require political support exactly as it 
was required in Mr. Thompson’s reign, 
and’ that they will shut their eyes to 
shady transactions in 1931 precisely as 
they shut them in 1930. The amount of 
graft and corruption under the old 
régime, says the Chicago Correspondent of 
The Times, had turned out to be ‘‘ more 
than the traffic would bear’’; and it is 
estimated that “ the traffic will bear,” in 
the way of dishonest expenditure, about 
twenty per cent. of the total cost cf 
municipal government. This shameful 
percentage of waste is composed not only 
of embezzled funds, but of inflated pay- 
ments to favoured contractors and of 
relief to favoured taxpayers. Against this 
condition of affairs Mr. Cermak’s hand, 
theoretically, is stretched forth. Whether 
he has the ability to combat it remains 
to be seen. 

Neither the bootlegger nor the gunman 
is at the root of Chicago's troubles. Cor- 
ruption existed before the one, and the 
other is merely an excrescence—an in- 
evitable excrescence—upon the real root. 
Chicago and its kindred cities illustrate 
in. America what the old Dublin Corpora- 
tion illustrated in Ireland—that political 
communications with civic government 
corrupt good manners. Every abuse that 
will procure or retain votes is condoned. 
A good deal can be said for the system 
of. ward “' bosses,” in essence; but, 
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hí "The: present ‘week may prove to be 


where the “ bosses” are powerful spokes- 
men of a political party, the system 
becomes acanker. The curious thing is that 
neither political party in the United 
States corresponds with any economic or 
social reality in civic policy. Neither can 
submit a programme, and neither can rely 
on the consistent support of a body of 
voters; for all practical purposes, the 
terms ‘‘A’’ and “ B ”' might be substituted 
for ‘‘ Democrat ' and “ Republican.” 
The two “ parties ” are swayed hither and 
thither by sectional interests, according 
as one offers gréater or smaller bribes to 
such interests than the other. Only as 
organisers of the public vote for Congress 
have they any connection with politics 
proper, and they use this spurious con- 
nection to establish their power. As 
agents of efficient government they have 
proved their uselessness, and something 
must take their place. There are two 
possibilities. Either “ big business ” will 
run its own nominee at the next election, 
or the Socialists will try to gain control. 
Even now, we are assured, a Socialist 
candidate would have a strong chance. This 
fact is the bitterest commentary on the 
party system’s failure. 


“ Hiking.” 

The great cities of England, extended 
and congested at the cost of the rural 
areas, have found a way of escape: they 
have discovered the pastime of “ hiking.’’ 
“ Hikers ”’ are recruited in the main from 
those large classes of the younger genera- 
tion which cannot afford to own motor cars 
or motor bicycles. During the summer 
holidays they resort to Shanks’s mare, 
invading the roads in large parties of both 
sexes. As now organised, the pastime 
furnishes the maximum of healthy exercise 
and pleasant sight-seeing at the minimum 
of expense. It has become so popular— 
particularly in the North of England— 
that many shops specialise in the

‘“ hiker’s’’ scanty outfit, which consists of 
heavy boots, shorts, open shirt. and a 
haversack. Throughout England hostels, 
or dormie-houses, for -‘‘ hikers’ are being 
established in increasing numbers; and 
eight new hostels will be opened in Wales 
during the coming summer. They provide 
clean, though rough, sleeping accommoda- 
tion—with hot and cold water—at a 
nominal cost; and .at shops and inns 
en route the ' hikers ” buy their simple 
food. It will be seen that “ hiking ” is 
not likely to increase the profits of tourist 
trafic, as hotels and railways understand 
the term ; but it makes a substantial addi- 
tion to the country’s health and happiness. 
For many thousands of young people it 
means a fortnight among the lakes and 
dales ; a blessed exchange of the work-shop 
or counter for the wind on the heath, ot 
the stuffy picture-house for the cool hill- 
side, of the factory siren for the lark in 
clear air. By this development England 
is taking a lesson from Germany and the 
United States, and all three countries yet 
may find it valuable as a safety-valve of 
their industrial systems. Soon, perhaps, 
the habit will spread to Ireland. The 
northern coast-roads may be dotted with 
dormie-houses for “ hiking ” parties from 
Belfast ; and gay troops from Dublin may 
march through Bray towards Arklow and | 
the South. We shall wish God-speed to 
all such travellers, but we may hope that 
our native prejudices will modify some 
aspects of American and _ English 
“hiking.” Parties of youths of both 
sexes will be the better, as we think, for 
a certain chaperonage ; and many of us 
can still be shocked by the spectacle of a 
young woman in football shorts. 


The Fascist System, 


In 1926 the Government of Italy estab- 
lished a semi-military court, known as the 
Special Tribunal for the Defence of the 
State. It was endowed with extraordinary’ 
powers to try offences against the security 
of the State—a word which, of course, 
connotes the Fascist system. The Special 
Tribunal enjoys far-reaching powers; its 
decisions are not subject to appeal in any 
court, and, if its personnel so willed, their 
rule might be autocratic im the extreme. 
Actually, says Signor Rocco, the Minister 
for Justice, its very supremacy induces it 
to show a clemency that would be unjusti- 
fied in strict law. The Tribunal, by the 
terms of its establishment, was excep- 
tional, and ought to come to an end in 
the present year; but the authorities re- 
gard its continuance for another five years 
as necessary. We might conclude that 
this need indicated something rotten in 
the Fascist system, if it were not for 
Signor Rocco’s express declaration that )t 
is merely “ the necessary consequence of a 
series of political causes which leave the 
solidity of Fascism untouched.’’ There is 
one evident conclusion—that, even if active 
Fascism has not diminished, opposition to 
it must have increased. Certainly there 
seems to be a growing body of opinion in 
Italy against ‘‘exceptional’’ forms of 
administration, and a keen desire in 
many quarters for ordinary constitutional 
guarantees, such as those prevailing in the 
British Dominions and in France. Yet, if 
Signor Rocco speaks with authority, it is 
unlikely that Italy will tread the demo- 
cratic path again. ‘‘ Fascism,’’ he writes, 
“will never consent to normalise the 
juridical situation in Italy in the sense of 
a return to liberal and democratic prin- 
ciples.” “The popular reaction to this 
statement will furnish a handy index of 
the strength of Fascism.

THE GENERAL PRACTITIONER. 


The services of the general practitioner 
should be provided for every person who 
made. application fer ,it. Some three 
thousand persons might be allotted to 
every doctor of the general practitioner 
service, and these doctors would carry out 
their work in and from the clinics, which 
would, wherever possible, be attached to 
the medical centres of the district. 
Hospitals should all be linked together 
to form a single * ospital system, so that 
cases of special difficulty could be readily 
transferred from one to another. Each 
county should have its own general 
hospital, or hospitals, staffed by 
specialists. These hospitals would receive 
patients sent them direct by the general 
practitioners of the county and from the 
smaller hospitals of the county. In addi- 
tion to these hospitals there should be 
smaller ones for accidents and for chronic 
cases. 


THE FAMILY DOCTOR. 


In the discussion which followed, Dr. 
Salter, M.P., said that there would be an 
enormous amount of prejudice to be over- 
come before the family doctor idea was 
swept away. 

‘‘ If you think,” he said, “you are going 
to get the present Parliamentary Labour 
Party to put into a dictatorial position the 
present medical profession, I assure you 
that you are profoundly mistaken.”’ 

The Association agreed to a number of 
resolutions opposing paying wards in, and 
charges being made at, municipal hospitals 
for infectious diseases, including tuber- 
culosis, and expressing the opinion that 
municipal hospital treatment should at 
once be dissociated from the-poor law. 


RESEARCH WORK.

It was found im- 
peratively necessary two years ago to make 
a capital expenditure of some £16,000, of 
which over £3,500 still remains to be pro- 
vided. ' 
I ask for the liberal contributions of those 
who believe in the old principle of voluntary 
charitable support of hospitals. A very 
severe blow has been given to the principle 
by the sweepstakes method, but in the end 
only two possible methods will remain, and 
these two are State support and voluntary 
givings. 

We, to-day, are concerned only with the 
latter, and I ask your help for this famous 
Dublin hospital, as it seeks to carry on its 
work without recourse to the easy but dan- 
gerous methods I have been speaking of this 

noon.

NEW MARKETING 
SCHEME. 


COMMITTEE’S SUGGESTED 
RULES. 


-“ 


4 Provisional Committee appointed by 


the Conference of Creameries held in 
Dublin on the 26th March last have 
issued to the creameries an outline of the 
rules for the proposed new society for the 
joint marketing of creamery butter. 

Membership in the society is to be open to 
all co-operative creameries and to such others 
as the committee of management may admit 
to membership. Capital is to be raised in £1 
shares on the basis of milk supply. There is 
provision for an audit twice yearly. The 
method for the settlement of disputes has 
been simplified. 

The. provisions, however, with which the 
creameriés will be more concerned “will be 
those relating to the sales contract and the 
constitution of the committee of management. 
As regards the former, it is proposed that the 
contract shall be a yearly one terminable on 
the 3lst December in any year on four months’ 
notice by either party. Mombers cannot sell 
direct to Great Britain, but they may sell 
direct to buyers in Ireland a quantity not 
exceeding 6 cwts. to any one customer in anv 
one week, and there is no restriction on parcel 
post trade. 

Members who can furnish evidence that 
they have already standing orders from cer- 
tain buyers will be allowed to deal with these 
buyers direct without the intervention of the 
society, 


STANDING TRADE ORDERS) 


Where, subsequent to registration of the 
society, a member is able to secure a standing 
order for the whole, or part, of his output, 
he may, if he so desires, have the butter re- 
lating to such orders sold apart from the pool, 
but it would be invoiced through the Society, 
which would return the member the actual 
price received, less certain specified expenses. 

A standing order is defined ag an order 
given by the buyer for the whole-ar a fixed 
quantity or.preportion of the butter of a 
particular creamery to be forwarded to him 
reguiorly each. week at open prices.based on 
market, values. 

In an accompanying memorandum it is ex- 
plained that) this provision secures that 
creameries which can induce buyers to place 


such standing orders will receive the utmost | 


benefit from these sales, and, at the same 
time, that these transactions will be sheltered 
by the Society from the competition of other 
inernber creameries. 

The Committee of Management will con- 
sist of six elected directors, who will have 
the right, if they so desire to exercise it, of 
co-opting two ‘additional directors, The 
Minister for Agriculiure will besides have 
the right to appoint one director. 


AN ADVISORY COUNCIL. 


Simultaneously with the _ election of 
directors in each area there will be elected 
an Advisory Council, consisting of two 
nembers—other than the members of the 
Committee—elected by each area and three to 
be co-opted from the members so elected. 
The Couneil can be consulted by the Com- 
mittee of Managemeat from: time to time on 
important matters of policy, and will have 
the right to call a meeting for the purpose 
of making representations to the Committee 
on any matters affecting the working of 
Society, 

In their covering letter the Committee 
point out that the suggested articles are sub- 
ject to legal drafting and amplification ; that, 
umless a sufficient number of creameries 
signify their intention to become members, 
the Committee will not proceed further, and 
that every society agreeing to join will be 
afforded an opportunity of having its views 
on the constitution considered before same 
is finally adopted and registered,

CRITICS. ) 
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DEFENCE OF THE 
GOVERNMENT'S 
POLICY. 


From Our Reporter. 
MONAGHAN, Sunday. 

PEAKING at a largely-attended meeting 
S in St. Macarten’s : 1, Monaghan, Mr. 

Blythe, Free State Minister for Finance, 
said that the trouble with Fianna Fail was 
that they, had neither policy nor principle; 
they wanted to eat their cake and have it. 
They were not willing to Ww ? up the conse- 
quences of their actions. ey wanted de- 
rating, but did not say where the money was 
to be found. The Government had, however, 
to examine the two sides of the question. 
They decided that by taxing petrol they could 
raise £400,000 towards the £750,000 required 
for the relief of agriculture. Having examined 
other proposals, they decided that the remain- 
ing £300,000 could be got by a tax on sugar. 
Fianna Fail’s attitude towards this tax was 
ridiculous. They professed the greatest horror, 
and said that the tax was an outrage, 
although they had been advocating a tariff on 
boots and clothes, and flour and bacon, and 
everything else that the man used. He 
believed that Fianna Fail would heartily 
approve cf a great burden of taxation, so that 
they would have something to throw at and 
attack the Government about. 

LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 

Among other reasons why the Government 
had. not agreed to complete de-rating was 
that they believed that if there was complete 
de-rating local government would have to be 
abolished, as county councils, with ninety per 
cent. of their revenue provided by the Ex- 
chequer, would be tempted to be extravagant. 
The Government, however, believed local 
government was a necessity. There -were 
certain things they felt might be better done 
by a central authority, but in actual practice, 
with the rigidity, delay and red tape of a 
central authority, work would be less 
efficient, and they thought it better 
that the system of local government 
should be maintained. What the Govern- 
ment was aiming at was reform that 
would make the system more businesslike 
and efficient. If they had a council, say, of 
fifty-five members, it was going to be hard 
to get work done owing to the size of the 
council and joquacity of the members. He 
did not say that they were going to impose 
on the County Councils the Dublin or Cork 
system of management without modification. 
Obviously there would have to be modifica- 
tion, and the object was to give control in 
all essential matters to elected representa- 
tives, and only to alter the system in serch 
a way as to get work done expeditiously and 
with economy. i 

The only things on which Fianna Fail had 
suggested that large economies could be 
effected were in the army and police. He 


did not believe that any great eoemamntes | 


could be effected in these two services. There 
were people who used to be Unionists, who 
had not yet been able to appreciate the 
national point of view about the army, an

who said what could any army tha Fr 
Siate might have do against the army of 
Great Britain or France, or the army that 
might attack this State. That might be oy 
but they could have an army that would 
make any other country think twice , 
attacking. ‘This country had suffered re 
centuries because it had not an adequate 
army to resist the invader, and Irishman 
would have learned litt'e from their histo», 
if now, when thev had the power fo have 
an army, they refused to us® it, but cr.

With regard to the police, if they were 
reduced a great lot of people who would 
like to drill in peace could do so.

THE BOUNDARY.

Be so proud. Ireland has been rudely 
awakened from her slumber of indifference. 
It is no longer possible for any thinking man 
to feign indifference. Hospital sweepstakes 
are assuming an international importance ; 
and it is not the altruist alone whose duty it 
is to favour us with an opinion. The bubble 
is rapidly growing, and our children will tell 
us that a bubble cannot continue to increase 
for ever.

GREATER DUSTBINS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—The recent regulation as to placing 
dustbins at or near householders’ gates, for 
which the new Corporation of Greater Dublin 
is presumably responsible, has prompted me 
to offer one or two observations. The dust- 
bin has hitherto served the humble, but 
useful, purpose of a receptacle for refuse and 
nothing more. The new position assigned to 
it by the Corporation suggests that it might 
he put to a variety of uses, among which the 
folowing occur to me :— 

(1) The dustbin, if left permanently at or 
near the entrance gate, could there be filled 
with the house refuse. which could very easily 
be carried to it by the maid or lady of the 
house. 

(2) It could be utilised not only for refuse. 
but as a convenient receptacle for the morning 
milk and messages from the grocer, butcher, 
baker, etc., thereby effecting a considerable 
economy of time and labour to the butcher's 
boy and other messengers. The maid or lady 
of the house could “ clear ” the dustbin as 
oceasion demanded, after the manner in which 
pillar-boxes are cleared. i 

(3) The postman could deposit the morning 
post in the dustbin, which might be painted 
green and have a knocker attached to it. This 
would effect a considerable economy, and 
probably would do away with the necessity 
of employing auxiliary postmen at Christmas. 

(4) At the approach of that season the dust- 
bins might be restored temporarily, to their 
former position. This would serve the real pur- 
pose of giving that ‘‘ good old times ' appear- 
ance that one always likes to associate with 
Christmas, and of enabling the collectors to 
qualify for. and demand, their customary 
Christmas boxes. without any feeling of 
embarrassment.— Yours, etc., é

The bell, 
one of the most prized relics in the Museum, 
is the property of the Royal Irish Academy. 
Together with the shrine it 1s on view on the 
ground floor of the Museum. 


THE BELL’S VICISSITUDES. 
The following account of the bell is taken 
from that given by the late Bishop Reeves 
in the “ Transactions of the Royal Irish 
”’ Volume XX VII. :— 
“The bell of St. Patrick's will 
(Clog Udhachta Phadraig) is an iron bell, 
and bell shrine, in the collection of the Na- 
tional Museum. The bell is of iron, rivetted 
at the sides. and bronzed outside and inside 
(probably by dipping in molten bronze). A

sliding plate of bronze at the bottom of the 
shrine shows an indented impression of the 
mouth of the bell. The clapper is of iraa, 
but of a later date than the bell. 

“The first reference to this bell occurs in 
the Annals of Ulster, at the year 552: ‘ The 
relics of Patrick were placed in a shrine at 
the end of three-score vears after Patrick s 
death by Colum-cilli. Three splendid 
minna were found in the tomb—to wit, 
his goblet and the Angel’s Gospel, and the 
bell of the Testament’ (clocc in atdheachtu). 
It is further stated that the bell was given to 
Armagh, where it was afterwards preserved. 
The next entry regarding this bell is at the 
year 1044, when the Annals of Ulster men- 
tioned the profanation of clocc ind edchta 
(violation of an oath taken upon the relic). 


THE SHRINE. 

“ About the year 1100 the bell was en- 
shrined in the present shrine, as may be 
gathered from the inscription on the back of 
the shrine, which, translated, runs as fol- 
lows :—‘ A prayer for Domnall Ua Lachlainn, 
by whom this Bell (shrine) was made, and for 
Domnall, successor of Patrick, by whom it 
was made, and for (dod. sic.) Cathalan Ua 
Maelchallan, the keeper of the bell, and for 
Cu Dulig Ua hInmainen, with his sons, who 
enshrined it.’ 

“The reign of Domnall Ua Lachlainn, King 
of Ireland (at whose expense it would appear 
the shrine was made), is dated by the Annals 
of the Four Masters, from 1083 to 1121 A.D. 
Domnall Mac Ambhlaimh, Bishop of Armagh 
(successor of St. Patrick), filled that See from 
1091 to 1106. The shrine was, therefore, made 
some time between the years 1091 and 1105. 
The family of O’Mulchallan were hereditary 
keepers of the bell. Some time iin the four- 
teenth century its custody appears to have 
been given to the O’Mellan family. The 
bell appears to have been  re-committed 
to the O’Mulchallans in the later part of 
the fifteenth century. It remained in the 
possession of the Mulholland family until 
the year 1758, when it was bequeathed by 
Bernard Mulholland to his son, Henry, who 
consigned it, on his death-bed, to Mr. Adam 
MacClean, of Belfast, from whose executors 
it was purchased by the Rev. James Hen- 
thorn Todd, D.D., F.T.€.D., after whose

FRAME WORK DESCRIBED. 

“The framework of the shrine is formed 
of bronze plates, to which the decorated 
panels are secured by rivets. The interlaced 
ornaments in the panels on the front are 
of gold filagree; five are lost. The crystal 
and setting in silver do not belong to the 
original design, but are of a later date 
(thirteenth or fourteenth century), as is also 
the crystal on the left lower panel. The 
setting of jewels at the corners and sides 
on the front are apparently of the same 
period as the shrine, but from the manner 
in which the framework. of the panels is 
cut away for their reception, it is possible 
that they are a modification of the original 
design. 

“The upper, or handle, portion of the 
shrine—of silver—is deserving of special 
attention as an example of decorative treat- 
ment of form. At the top is a setting of 
blue glass, with floral centre, in gold 
cloisonné. The back of the shrine is covered 
by @ silver plate, with a fret pattern, formed 
by Cruciform piercings. The inscriptions are

Cup tie luck is prover..al, and the 
Louth team were not favoured by fortune in 
this match. It was hard-fought, and. each 
side revealed a marked improvement on their 
form in the original match. There was not, 
however, a goal difference between them on 
the run of the play. It would be unfair to 
helittle tne achievement of the winners, bui, 
m justice to Dundalk, it must again be said 
that they were not in luck’s way. 

THE WINNING GOAL. 

The all-important goal came a few minutes 
before the interval. O'Reilly sent out a hefty 
clearance down the right wing; the ball was 
whipped up by Golding, who passed to Flood ; 
the latter sent across to, Moore, whose accept- 
ance of the pass was not beyond reasonable 
doubt, as he appeared to steady the ball 
with his arm. McDiarmuid, the Dundalk fuil 
back. was late in attempting to cover up 
the defence, and Rovers’ centre forward sent 
in a low drive well out of McMullan’s reach. 

Dundalk had been playing magnificently, 
but from that to the interval, and íor some 
time afterwards, much of the enthusiasm went 
out of their attack.

A HOT PACE. 

A notable feature was the fast pace set 
at the start, and which was maintained 
almost throughout. Shamrock Rovers, as 
usual, were slow to settle down. but from 
the kick off Dundalk got into their stride. 
Reed—the best half-back on the field—saw to 
it that his forwards were given the ball, and 
they kept Rovers’ defence busy. There was 
a tendency on the part of Dundalk to keep 
the ball too much in the air, however. It 
would have been more profitable had they 
concentrated more on acurate footwork than 
on the wide swinging passing. Their style 
was spectacular, particularly at the pace with 
which the movements were carried out; but 
their forwards were poor in their shooting, 
and there was not a lot of ‘‘sting’”’ behind 
any of the shots that reached O’Reilly in the 
early part ofsthe game. 

Rovers’ forfards, when they got going, 
were more methodical, and seldom was the 
ball more than breast-high. The holders were 
opposed by a very resolute set of backs, how- 
ever, and Johnston and Slowey were effective, 
as were the full backs, McKeown and 
McDiarmuid. McMullan was a watchful goal- 
keeper, and was unlucky to be beaten by 
one of the few really good shots sent in.

ncial -centres, has been completed. The 
failures and rearrangements that have oc- 


| ¢litred in the United States have not yet 


cleared away all the wreckage carried over 
from the 1930 slump, and until this. nas 
taken place a revival of business on sound 
lines cannot be expected. So far as the 
course of American trade is concerned, re- 
covery is delayed by the official attitude 
towards the cancellation of war debts, as 
expressed by Mr. Mellon. Apart from gold- 
mining shares there are few directions in 
which any revival of speculative activity 
Gan reasonably be expected. Prudent inves- 
tors are ‘‘ keeping their financial powder 
dry ’’ by employing their surplus capital for 
the time being im high-class securities at low 
rates of interest, at the same time refraining 
from selling shares in sound and well- 
managed companies which are temporarily 
under a cloud as the result of trade depres- 
sion having lasted much longer than might 
have been expected. ‘There is no vulnerable 
speculative account open in any market, and 
any real improvemet in the situation would 
find dealers so scantily supplied with stock 
that. the recovery would be rapid. But it is 
idle to expect recovery until there is ‘some 
definite change in the situation, which can 
only arise from causes beyond the control. 
of the Stock Exchange. Meanwhile the risk 
of further liquidation of weak positions must 
tend to restrict. business. 


CAN CONFIDENCE BE RESTORED. 

In these days of enforced idleness many 
members of the Stock Exehdinge are giving 
much thought to the problem of restoring 
business to normal proportions. They do not 
visualise a ‘‘ boom; imagination will not 
stretch so far. All they look and hope for 
is a return of the “bread and butter ” busi- 
ness which enabled them to pay their rents 
and keep their staffs going. They realise 
that for the time being the investing public 
has lost all confidence in everything pertain- 
ing to the Stock “Exchange. Apparently it 
looks upon the purchase of Irish Sweepstake 
tickets as more profitable and less specula- 
tive than operations on "Change. The 
problem, therefore, is how to induce a re- 
turn of confidence. It may be said at once 
that the task is no easy one (writes 7'/he 
Observer). . Hundreds of. thousands of inves- 
tors are to-day holding securities recom- 
mended to them by their brokers or their 
bankers at prices far above the levels at 
which they stand te-day. Their portfolios, 
small and large, are monuments to ‘“‘ tips’ 
that have gone wrong. They do not want 
to sell, hecause the majority of them believe 
that to-day’s low levels are as false, they 
now know, as were the high levels of two 
vears ago. They are equally disinclined to 
buy partly because they fear that prices will 
go still lower, and partly because they are 
so nervous that only the highest type of gilt- 
edged security appeals to them. 


INTERNATIONAL CHAMBER OF COM- 
MERCE AND SILVER DEPRESSION. 
The Resolutions Committee of the Inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce has approved 
the . resolution-—initiated by China—pro- 
posing an international conference to discuss 
the depressed price of Silver. The resolu- 
tion runs thus :—‘‘ The International Cham- 
ber of Commerce, realising the serious con- 
sequences of the present silver situation for 
the economic condition of the world, con- 
siders that the convoeation in the current 
vear of a conference fer the purpose of meet- 
ing a solution of the problem, at which all 
interested bodies may be heard, is most de 
sirable, and urges national committees to 
bring the matter to the attention of their

respective Governments.”” The resolution is 
approved by the British delegation. 


CANADA'S CONVERSION LOAN. 

The Canadian Premier announced the 
peas of the new Conversion Loan- on 
‘Monday, comprising $250,000,000, for which 
the present 1- Victory Loans may be 
exchanged.

(Monday), and will close on May 23. 


SUGAR PLAN RATIFIED. 

Much has been heard of the International 
Sugar Conyention; better known ás the-Chad- 
bourne Sugar Scheme, which was ratified at 
Brussels on Saturday by the Governments of 
Cuba, Java, Germany, Belgium, Hun ary, 
Poland and Czech-Slovakia. The aim of the 
scheme is to regulate the world production 
of sugar so as to secure a higher and more 
stable price. Ax in the case of several other 
commodities, nature has produced it with 
lavish hand to the émbarrassment of growers 
who have found themselves with abundant 
crops which they could only dispose of at 
prices giving little return for their labours 
(says the Hrening Standard). The war is 
largely responsible for the present position 
of the sugar industry. The difficulties of 
transporting cane sugar at that time from 
the tropical countries in which it was grown 
to the European markets had the effect of 
stimulating the cultivation in Europe of 
beet sugar on a large scale. In the post- 
war years the cultivation of beet sugar has 
been increased and developed to such an 
extent that the one time supreme. cane 
sugar has almost been displaced. Since 
1920 hag preaachan of beet and cane 
Sugar has nearly doubled, risin from 
15,501.000 tons to 28,163,000 tons (estimated) 
for 1930-1931. Consumption has not kept | 
pace with this expansion of output, and as a 
consequence huge surplus stocks have accu- 
mulated. Under the Chadbourne scheme. the 
Segregation of the 3,000,000 surplus tons of | 
Sugar 3s provided for. This is to be mar- 
keted in an orderly manner over the next five 
years. At the same time production is to be 
curtailed, so that at the end of the five vears 
consumption and production will balance. 
"he success of the scheme will depend 
mainly on two things—{1) the loyal. obser- 
vance of their undertakings by ali the con- 
tracting parties, and (2) the absence of inten- 
sified competition on the part. of those 
countries remaining outside the scheme. 
Among the latter Russia is the higgest 
menace, as she has already increased her 
area under production by 32 per cent. 


ITALIAN TREASURY BONDS. 

Nearly £2,000,000 was subscribed on Satur 
day to the new £43,000,000 5 per cent. nine- 
year Treasury Bond issue, which was 
approved by the Italian Cabinet on Tuesday. 
The exact figure is given as 178,000,000 lire 
(approximately £1,934,000). 

UNITED STATES COPPER MINES. 

The Magma Copper Company and other 
high-cost mining concerns in "Arizona an- 
nounce the suspension of work for the 
summer months, bringing the activities of the 
copper industry there -to per cent. of 
normal. This is thought to be a reflection of 
the recent conferences which ‘aimed at a 
further cut in output. Statistics for April, 
due early next week, are expected to show a 
rise in stocks.;

The annual Conference of the International 
Labour Organisation of the League of 
Nations will o at Geneva on May 28. 
Fach State member sends four delegates to 
the Conference, two representing the Govern- 
ment, one representing the national organisa- 
tion of employers, and one representing the 
national organisation of workers; in addition, 
technical advisers may be attached to each 
section of the delegation, and these have 
practically the same rights and powers as the 
delegates. The Free State's delegation will be 
composed this year of :— 

Mr. Sean Lester, permanent representative 
of the Saorstat in neva accredited to the 
League, and Mr. R, C. Ferguson, Assistant 
Secretary and head of the Industries Branch 
of the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce, as Government delegates; 

Dr. W. Lombard Murphy, with Mr. Henry 
Dockrell as his technical adviser, represent- 
ing employers; and 

Mr. . Kennedy, President of the Irish 
Trade Union Congress, with Miss Louie 
Bennett, of the Irish Women Workers’ 
Union, representing the Irish Trade Union 
Congress. 

The agenda of the Conference this vear 
covers a wide range. The first stage will be 
undertaken in the procedure for adopting 
an International Labour Convention, fixing 
a minimum age for the employment of 
children in commerce and other work outside 
industry, agriculture and service at, sea. 
Conventions have already been adopted—and 
tutified by the Free State, as well as by many 
other countries—fixing a minimum age for 
employment in industry and agriculture and 
at sea, so that the Convention to be con- 
sidered this year will, when eventually 
adopted, complete the circle of international 
regulation in this sphere. A Convention 
establishing maximum hours of employment 
in coal mining will also be considered. Last 
year's Conference just failed to give the 
necessary two-thirds majority for a Conven- 
tion on this subject, and, in view of the 
discussions that have since taken place and 
the urgency of international agreement as a 
means of remedying the disorganisation in 
this industry, it is anticipated that this year 
a Convention will be adopted. An item on 
the agenda of special interest to women is 
the consideration of the revision, in certain 
respects, of an International Convention 
adopted ten years ago prohibiting the em- 
ployment of women in industry at night. 
The two points which will be considered deal 
with the position of women occupying super- 
visory posts and the exact period which is to 
be regarded as “night " for the purposes of 
the Convention. 

The Conference will also have before it the 
annual reports from the various Governments 
on the measures they have taken to give 
effect to the Conventions they have ratified, 
and the -report on the vear's work of the 
International Labour Office submitted by the 
Director, Mr. Albert Thomas. This forms a 
comprehensive survey of social legislation and 
social conditions throughout the world, and, 
in view of the widespread economic depres- 
sion and unemployment that have afflicted 
every country during the past vear, it is ex- 
pected that the report of Mr. Thomas will be 
of more thaú usual importance. 

The Conference usually lasts about three 
weeks, and, as meetings of the entire body 
and of several committees are held every 
morning and arternoon, and not infrequently 
also at night, the Irish delegates will spend 
a busy time.

Saturday may not have been the best 
for the purpose, I cannot believe that it was 
responsible for all the roughnesses of per- 
formance and samples of bad tone that were 
to be heard. ‘‘ Cavalleria Rusticana’’ and 
'“I Pagliacci” were the operas performed. 
“I Pagliacci’’ was played straight through, 
as, I suppose, the composer, Leoncavallo, who 
was also the librettist, always intended it to 
be. That was almost the only point that 
pleased me. The performances generally were 
the worst we have had in the Dublin Broad- 
casting Station s operatic series. The make- 
shift orchestra seemed more than usually in- 
adequate for representation of the instru- 
mental element—-too much was left to the 
pianoforte, and the strings themselves were 
not up to the mark. Both operas include a 
number of extremely beautiful and effective 
choral passages. Unfortunately, these were 
not at all well sung. : 

In such circumstances, it 1s almost 1mpos- 
sible for soloists to shine, and I took less 
than the usual pleasure in the work of the 
visiting artists, May Busby, Ernest Har- 
greave, and Frank Sale, though each gave 
examples of excellent singing. In ‘‘ Cavalleria 
Rusticana,’”” Kathleen McCully and Joan 
Burke, and in “I Pagliacci,’’ Sean O'Carroll 
and William Lemass did quite well in their 
minor parts.

MERITS OF SUCH BROADCASTS. 

In England a brisk discussion has been 
going on for some time as to the merits of 
opera broadcasts. Last week Mr. Ernest 
Newman got as near to finality en the ques- 
tion as anyone could. expect to reach. He 
said that he agreed with everything that was 
said against the broadcasting of opera, but 
that he also agreed with everything that was 
said in favour of it, and he held that the 
advantages outweighed the objections. The 
local aspect of the matter deserves considera- 
tion. Dublin and Cork people are fond of 
opera. These Saturday night broadcasts 
serve -to remind many of them of much de- 
lightful music in their favourite operas. Thev 
are not perfect, and listeners with valve sets 
have opjportunities to hear better perform- 
ances than are given in Dublin of some of 
the operas, and of hearing operas not in- 
cluded in the Dublin Station repertory. Some 
of the Dublin performances are, however, 
very good; they serve the purpose stated, 
and should be continued. 

In addition to serving listeners, the Broad- 
casting Station’s operatic activities ought to 
be a useful means for the training of a good 
nucleus of singers and players who would be 
ready to take part in other operatic enter- 


prises. There must be many young singers 
who would benefit by taking part in the 
chorus work, er by undertaking minor parts, 
and they would have the advantage while 
doing so of watching the methods and study- 
ing the examples of the experienced artists 
engaged in the principal parts. I hope that 
they are neither neglecting that opportanity 
nor being denied it.

When the Besses 0’ th’ Barn Band was first 
engaged to play at the Shows of the Royal 
Dublin Society some years ago it provided 
the Irish public with something novel in the 
wav of brass-band music. 

Under the baton of such a conductor as 
Mr. Fred Royle, Mus.B., F.R.C.O., it is won- 
derful what can he done with brass instru- 
ments in a programme that includes classical 
selections composed chiefly for an orchestra. 

During an interview at Ballsbridge Mr. 
Royle informed me that this celebrated com- 
bination of, Lancashire musicians is the oldest 
In the British Isles, having an unbroken re- 
cord of 120 years.

What Mr. Royle aims at is beautiful quality 
of tone, so that the band’s playing may be- 
come more and more like that of an or- 
chestra. 

When asked what he thought of Dublin 
show audiences Mr. Royle said that outside 
brass-hand districts he had never found mor 
enthusiasm for that, class of music than in 
Dublin.

He 
expected this in brass-band areas, but not so 
much among the general public which visits 
such a place as the Dublin Show. “In fact.”
